Examiner's Comment 

The withdrawal of the appeal filed August 26, 2008 as to claim 10 operates as an 
authorization to cancel this claim from the application. See MPEP § 1215.03. Accordingly, this 
claim is canceled. 

The specification has been amended to delete the subject matter in question with regard 
to new matter added to the disclosure. 

Claims 1-3 are canceled because they are drawn to subject matter that is not eligible for 
rejoinder because the non-elected claims are not commensurate in scope with the allowable 
product. Claims 1 1-14 arc rejoined with the elected invention and the restriction requirement 
between the subject matter of claims 1 1-14 and the subject matter of claims 4 and 7-9 is 
withdrawn. Note that claim 15 belongs with the subject matter of claims 11-14, however, claim 
15 recites the subject matter in question in the appeal and is therefore not allowable. Therefore, 
claim 15 is canceled.
